To note the report of the ad hoc committee with respect to Paragraph 3d, 
DCID No. 6/2, and to reconsider its recommendations when the Committee reviews 
the allocation of resources for recommendations to the Board. The ad hoc 
committee to be disbanded, and reconvened if required at a later date.
